Communist Claims 


The Communist campaign for 
the Rosenbergs was at first bas- 
red on their claim of innocence. 
Lengthy analyses of the ‘testi- 
mony were published, including 
one by DN. Pritt, the left-wing 
GSritish lawyer, purporting to 
prove that they were framed. 
Later, 4t was claimed that they 
Were victims of anti-Semitic re- 
action.
